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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest all of the limitations of the allowed claims. For 
example, Iguchi (US 5,116,779) discloses forming an oxide and a nitride layer on the 
sidewalls and bottom wall of a trench, forming a silicon film(col. 4, lines 64-67 and col. 
5, lines 1-25). However, there is no teaching or suggestion of the limitations "removing 
an upper portion of said insulating liner layer" nor "removing said silicon liner layer", for 
example. Wieczorek, et al (US 6,812,1 15B2) discloses a polysilicon spacer which may 
be removed(col. 7,lines 50-67; col. 8, lines 1-10); however, the limitations concerning 
the upper portion is also not taught or suggested. Ahn (US 6,596,607B2) discloses a 
trench in which a bottom portion has an oxide liner and a nitride liner, and the top 
portion of the trench has a second oxide layer; there is no teaching of the silicon layer, 
however. Neither is there motivation to combine the prior art of record.
